Dear Deputy Chief Rodriguez, 

I wanted to thank you for hosting the community meeting re: the Crimebusters page on Facebook, as well as send my appreciation to Chief Moore, 
Officer Dao and others from LAPD who attended and have taken an interest in this problem. As you surely saw last night, members and admins of 
the group have taken advantage of LAPD’s past participation and shamefully used it to empower and reinforce their vitriolic and dangerous 
behavior. 

I hope you saw what I saw, which is a group of people who have made exactly zero attempts to examine their own behavior and rhetoric after the 
news articles came out and LAPD took reasonable and necessary steps to distance themselves from the group. By playing the victim in this, 
members of the group have proven yet again that they see nothing wrong with their behavior. This, by default, means they are wholly unqualified to 
police themselves. This indisputably starts with the admins, and specifically Fern White, who refers to critics as “haters.” (To wit: She has 
threatened a longstanding national magazine with a lawsuit unless they fully retract the article that was critical of her group, rather than finally take 
steps to address concerns that have been reported by numerous other outlets going back several years.) Group members, including admins and 
specifically Ms. White, have personally attacked journalists, city council members and staff, community activists, homeless advocates and anyone 
else who might take exception to the hate and vigilante mentality that is rampant and unfettered in that group.

I hope you took note of the West Hills Neighborhood Council member who commented that many who had opposed the group’s practices were 
afraid to attend the meeting in person. Even more importantly, I hope you took note of how he was immediately and loudly booed for saying as 
much (as if you needed any more evidence of the group’s mob mentality and lack of self-awareness). What he said is, in fact, true. I myself was 
afraid to come, my wife was afraid for me to come, I had second thoughts up until I walked through the door, and I was definitely afraid to voice my 
opinion at the meeting. Ms. White herself, the admin/owner of the group and at the time an LAPD volunteer, threatened to have “friends” of hers 
come to my house. Similar threats by her and others have been made to many other people. 

I hope you realize how either unwilling or incapable the admins are at controlling problematic members and posts. The reality is that, as long as 
you’re part of the mob mentality, you can write what you want and it will never be criticized or discouraged by admins, much less taken down. Yet if 
you speak out to protest the harassment and dehumanization of homeless people, you will be bullied, then muted, then banned, then eventually 
kicked out. 

I hope you’re not fooled or swayed by the lip-service the admins pay to controlling vigilantism. An admin (specifically Ms. White) will in one breath 
make an LAPD brass-appeasing post stating that vigilantism is “absolutely not allowed,” then in the next, the very same admin will “like” a post that 
explicitly encourages/suggests/boasts about a vigilante act, and sometimes even add an encouraging “way to go!” type of comment. It seems they 
either feel vigilantism is an important aspect to the allure of this group, or they are intellectually unable to recognize it when it happens. 

I have already provided screenshots and printouts of this type of behavior to Captain Mendoza and Captain Ryan, and met personally with Captain 
Mendoza about my concerns, but I will be happy to provide it directly to you and/or to continue making you aware of these issues. 

I would also like to be part -- either directly or indirectly -- of any committee or process that would work toward getting the SLOs back in the group. 
Someone needs to serve as a check and balance on those who refuse to even acknowledge they were the reason the SLOs were removed in the 
first place. 

I have nothing personal against Ms. White, beyond the danger she poses to the community and to LAPD, but I want to emphasize categorically how 
precarious it is for the LAPD’s reputation to have someone who has been, by numerous members of the media, called out by name as running a 
“hate group” on Facebook, also serving as a volunteer for the LAPD. 

As I’ve stated from the beginning, my concerns are two-fold: 1) That the dangerous rhetoric will will ultimately result in someone getting hurt or 
killed, and 2) That the LAPD would be associated with such an unfortunate act. 

I hope that you will not allow LAPD to be associated with this group in any way, shape or form, be it by officer participation or allowing its leader to 
volunteer at one of your stations, until the members of the group have recognized how dangerous they are and have taken drastic, provable steps 
to change the climate they themselves created.

I understand that you are hosting a special meeting for Crimebusters members Monday to hear their concerns. 

I myself am concerned that I reached out to you when members of that group were harassing me, trying to put my home address 
on Facebook and threatening me - and I heard nothing from you. They are also dumping our papers from our distribution points - 
which is blatantly illegal. 

I want to attend the meeting but from with the negative communication I am actually afraid of attending. 

I have always had a good relationship with LAPD Topanga and would like to continue that, but we need to improve 
communication. 

This is the third time I've reached out all of you. I'm asking for support from the police department. If I need to bring this to a 
higher level I will. It is unacceptable not to get a response from you, especially when it is not about the paper but my personal 
safety. 

I would like to meet with the three of you before Monday's meeting to talk to you about the focus of that meeting and what you 
intend to say when they bring up the newspaper. Many of members of group are extremely rabid and several people who are privy 
to their site have warned me that I am in danger, (see attached)

Quotes from more rational members: 
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Hi Kathleen, I'm not sure if you are aware about the bad blood between Fern and Dan Brin. Her group is misrepresenting his involvement as a member of the 
Advisory Board of your publications. Many people think he is an editor and directly contributing to the articles you published regarding Fern's crime groups. 
Reading some of the comments in that group, I am a little concerned about your personal safety and that of workers connected with distribution of your 
publications. Be careful. We are living in crazy times with a number of lunatics out there in the community. 

• • • 

I did notice this morning that the post was taken down. When I looked yesterday evening, there were over 100 likes on it which only highlights the mentality 
that has been encouraged there. Those who bragged about throwing away your papers should be publicly identified and prosecuted. 

• • • 

Crimebuster members threatening and intimidating innocent neighbors who they don't agree with has been the last straw for me. While some (not all) of those 
posts are removed after a few hours or days, it has become a lynch mob of often quite unstable individuals. Whether it's just a policy agreement or a simple 
dispute about noise from the Crimebuster administrator's favorite bar, the threats are out of line and rightfully concerning. If anyone makes a statement that 
Fern or one of the regulars disagrees with, you are essentially bullied into shutting up. She often has used the LAPD involvement in the group to justify 
intimidation tactics. Her statement "we don't hate" is far outweighed by the actual behavior of her members who she frequently encourages with replies or 
emojis. Many of those members have been on the forum for years and continue to intimidate others. 

• • • 

The current dialogue in the group about the recent articles chronicling the disturbing dialogue has lost all moral direction. While often good results come out of 
group participation, the bad is quickly overcoming it. That's a shame because it once had so much promise. 

I have spoken to Fern and have met her at events in the past. Her childish and incorrect position that law enforcement can NEVER be criticized for any reason, 
no matter how justified, is misguided and dangerous. And while the following may sound petty, her extremely poor grade school level grammar and juvenile 
reactions criticism only highlights that perhaps she is not an effective or moral community leader. 


I am sending this anonymously. I largely agree with your views about the Crimebusters group. I believe it started off with good 
intentions but devolved into an often hateful screed. Often racist. The dog whistle language that condones hate and violence is 
abhorrant. I have seen administrators often incorrectly profile or keep images of citizens who were proven to be innocent up on the 
site. There have been cases where the officers condoned keeping the photos up though the subjects were simply residents. The list 
goes on. 

Of particular interest to you, however is a recent post, where members are posting locations where they are throwing away all of your 
papers. I think this is illegal. You have paid advertisers and these people are listing the locations where you deliver so they can 
remove your entire circulation. I do have screen shots if you wish to see them. 

I will say there is a helpful element to the group. I have seen crime averted and often needed arrests would not normally have been 
made without the group. But the encouragement of hateful behavior and speech has created a hostile environment. Lately it seems 
Fern's greatest crusade is promoting the bullying residents who live around Malibu Wines who have complained about the noise. She 
is literally weaponizing her followers to harass residents while lying about the nature of their complaint so she can keep her favorite 
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bar. It was at this point where I realize she had lost all objectivity and has let her agency over the group go to her head. 


Please feel free email me if you would like to communicate further. I can likely remember instances where the group has gone off the 
rails with racist and hateful talk and many of those posts likely remain.

Exposes on “Crimebusters” Lead to Investigation of LAPD SLO’s 

katie Aug 15 2019 Media 



Several online magazines, including LA. Magazine and The Knock, have published exposes this week about the West Valley social media groups 
“Crimebusters of West Hills and Woodland Hills” and “Homeless Transient Encampments of Our West Valley.” 

Both sites were founded by West Hills resident Fern Peskin-White. Crimebusters was founded in 2016 as a Facebook group to alert residents as to local 
crime and assist police in identifying crime information for “public safety.” The Homeless Transient Encampment was formed a year later after the focus of 
the Facebook group became increasingly targeted to the homeless problem. 

The topic raised by both online magazines this week were the increasingly hostile, hateful and often illegal suggestions made by Facebook posts such as 
using baseball bats, firehoses, Clorox and more to rid the area of transients. 

At issue is not only the vile nature of the threats but the fact that several members of the LAPD are either administrators of the Facebook sites or contribute 
to them with updates or comments. 

In one instance, West Valley Officer Daryl Scoggins replied to a post asking “Can I tase and detain before calling you?” with “We can’t control what 
happens before we get there,” with several laughing emojis. 

Other officers, including Senior Lead Officers Sean Dinse and Brent Rygh, were also frequent contributors with crime updates and information. 

The leaked screen shots came from a complaint filed with the Attorney General’s office last year. However, many of the same officers are said to still be 
commenting on the page. 
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LAPD instigated an investigation into Crimebusters last year, and ordered officers to stop engaging with the groups until they attended social media 
training. 

Rygh, who was the administrator of the Crimebusters and Homeless Transients pages, retired from the force in 2018 but is still involved with the groups. 

At this time, LAPD spokesperson Josh Rubenstein says they are “reviewing the activity on these social media pages to ensure there were no violations of 
Department policy.” He had initially said that officers being members of the group and “posting pertinent crime information for the purpose of public 
safety” would not violate department policy. “But any indication of misconduct will be dealt with swiftly,” he said. “We have no tolerance for hate speech, 
nor will we allow any employee or volunteer to encourage criminal or violent behavior.” 

Rubenstein said however, that after these articles appeared this week, officers received a mandate to no longer participate in either Crimebusters or 
Homeless Transients sites. “No one has come to the department and made a formal complaint.” he said. “However the accusations alone from these articles 
are enough to constitute a complaint. They are not going to be participating on the site now that this has come to light.” “We are encouraging everyone to 
use official department social media sites for pertinent crime information and communications with senior leads.” 

Rygh was exempt from the investigation, Rubenstein said, as he is retired and now a private citizen. 

According to one member of the Facebook group who wished to remain anonymous, the Senior Lead Officers are being unfairly targeted. “They actually 
have helped get homeless into rehab and off the streets.” 

But another commented, asking “How can the police be involved with a group where some members advocate poisoning the homeless or ‘gassing them with 
my car. ? 

Peskin-White had volunteered a statement to Valley News Group on Wednesday, but at presstime withdrew her offer. According to Josh Rubenstein, she is 
no longer a volunteer at the Topanga Station.

The "No Soccer" signage 

Some time back the Mayor's office put out an "Official City Memo Revoking the "No Soccer" Signage & requested the Removal of said Signage at 
every Rec & Park Facility throughout the City's Parks. 
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Most of these signs were removed at that time, and there are a few that may have missed, and still need to be removed. 

We will see to the completion of the task Warner Ranch Park, and the Removal of the Obsolete Signage right away. 

This will help to avoid any continued confusion to our Park Patrons. 

Most LACity Parks are designed with Open Spaces in mind for Recreation, Warner Ranch "Center" Park is included, without exception. 

As to the grassy area we inspect the area, and do continued Seasonal Maintenance as needed. 

Street Parking in the neighborhood is on a first come first basis around Warner Ranch Park. 

There are no specific Restrictions, or "Parking by Permit Only" on Street Parking in that area. 

As far as I have been informed the Condominiums and Apartment Complexes in the area have sufficient parking for each unit on their own 
properties. 

On Barbeques. 

During the drought the BBQs were Removed from many Parks that adjoined unincorporated Grassy Hillsides. 

Some Parks allow BBQs to be brought in by Patrons unless otherwise posted "NO BARBEQUES", I don't believe that is the case at Warner Ranch. 
I will look into it also. 

Please know that RAP Maintenance doesn't Police the Parks "per se". 

Signage with L.A.M.C Coading is installed on Park propertys to assist the Police in being able to give citations to patrons not following the 
suggested Rules. 

If you see infractions of posted rules happening in the Park, please feel free to contact the authority's in your area.

These games and practices are happening 
almost daily. I've seen a few signs that clearly state NO SOCCER. However, they are clearly ignored by both kid and adult leagues. Not only is 
grass being torn up by their cleats, but they often leave their trash behind and even have barbecues sometimes that have burnt the grass. 

I'd like to add they take up parking from people who actually live in the condos, apartments and townhouses in the area who need a place to 
park after a long day at work. These people do not live in the neighborhood. If they want to play soccer they should use the fields at the newly 
renovated park on Shoup. They are loud and scream and make for an unpleasant experience to walk around the park after work in the evening. 

Lastly, you should know that during the time of year when the sun sets earlier they bring in generators and light up their makeshift soccer field.
